Dean  DeMeester  Retires 

Dean  DeMeester  came  to  York  College  in  1972  as  a  Dean  and 
has  been  here  for  twenty-one  years.  Currently  he  is  the 
College's  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs.  His  parents  came  to 
America  from  the  Netherlands  before  his  birth,  and  as  a  result 
he  is  a  first  generation  DeMeester  from  Patterson,  New  Jersey. 
Dean  DeMeester  started  his  professional  career  as  a  research 
chemist  for  the  DuPont  Company  in  the  explosives  depart- 
ment. While  he  worked  there  for  five  years,  he  realized  he 
wanted  to  teach.  After  earning  his  Doctorate  at  the  University 
of  Hlinois  in  chemistry,  Dean  DeMeester  decided  to  become  a 
professor.  In  the  years  that  followed,  Dean  DeMeester  accom- 
plished several  things.  One  very  notable  accomplishment  was 
his  starting  a  college  in  Minnesota  and  becoming  its  first 
President.  Still,  he  was  too  far  from  the  students,  so  he  made  the 
change  from  faculty  to  Administration. 

Dean  DeMeester  said  as  the  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,  he 
has  the  responsibility  of  the  entire  academic  program  on 
campus.  He  works  directly  with  the  department  chairs,  li- 
brarians, and  the  academic  computer  center.  Until  sixteen 
years  ago,  when  the  position  of  Dean  of  Administrative  Affairs 
was  created,  Dean  DeMeester  also  had  the  job  of  the  admis- 
sions and  the  registrar's  offices. 

When  asked  what  he  will  miss,  Dean  DeMeester  said  the 
interaction  with  the  students  and  the  development  of  the 
faculty  professionally.  Two  things  he  will  not  miss  are  making 
tough  decisions  and  dealing  with  irate  parents.  After  retire- 
ment in  the  spring  of  1993,  Dean  DeMeester  plans  to  spend 
more  time  with  his  two  grandsons  and  to  drive  cross  country 
to  visit  his  daughter  and  her  family  in  Minnesota.  He  would 
also  like  to  visit  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  and  Minnesota,  since 
he  has  lived  in  each  of  these  states  in  the  past. 

Dr.  Waldner  has  asked  Dean  DeMeester  to  stay  on  as  an 
executive  assistant  for  a  few  hours  a  week  whenever  he  is  in 
town,  so  he  will  not  be  completely  removed  from  campus. 
When  looking  back  over  the  years,  Dean  DeMeester  said,  "I've 
made  a  contribution  and  I've  enjoyed  doing  it."

Avillo  Picks  Clinton 

Phillip  Avillo,  Jr.,  an  assistant  professor  of  history  at  YCP,  gave  his 
view  of  how  President  Clinton  will  do  while  in  office  over  the  next  four 
years.  When  asked  what  he  thinks  Clinton  will  accomplish  while  in 
office,  Professor  Avillo  felt  the  validity  of  Clinton's  statements  on 
legislation  and  the  reduction  of  the  deficit  was  hard  to  predict  at  that 
time.  However,  he  does  think  Clinton  will  develop  a  tone  in  Washing- 
ton which  is  a  "far  more  humane,  compassionate  approach  to  Ameri- 
can politics  and  life."  Professor  Avillo  also  mentioned  some  of  the 
accomplishments  Clinton  made  when  he  first  came  into  office,  which 
were  the  rights  of  gay  people  in  the  military  and  housing  for  families. 

Clinton  was  chosen  by  Professor  Avillo  immediately  after  the 
primary  election  when  Clinton  began  to  become  known  to  the  public. 
Professor  Avillo  believed  two  of  the  most  positive  occurrences  during 
the  campaign  were  Clinton's  choosing  Senator  Al  Gore  for  his  vice- 
presidential  running  mate,  and  Clinton's  tour  of  the  country  to  meet 
the  people.  Some  of  Clinton's  other  positive  accomplishments  were 
his  viewpoint  during  the  Vietnam  draft  and  his  performance  at  the 
Democratic  National  Convention  in  New  York.  However,  Professor 
Avillo  was  still  not  absolutely  sure  Clinton  would  win,  because  as  he 
says,  "you  can't  always  pick  the  winner." 

Even  though  Clinton  has  the  highest  public  disapproval  rate, 
Professor  Avillo  feels  that  Clinton  started  off  his  four  year  term  on  the 
right  foot.  He  said  that  when  having  a  new  President  coming  into 
office,  it  is  not  unusual  to  have  people  disagree  with  him. 

Hillary  Clinton,  the  First  Lady,  also  has  a  major  role  in  the  Presi- 
dency, since  she  is  in  charge  of  the  Health  Care  Plan.  Out  of  all  the  First 
Ladies,  Hillary  is  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  involved. 

Overall,  Professor  Avillo  believes  Clinton  will  do  a  very  good  job 
in  office,  and  he  currently  supports  him.  However,  he  said  he'll  have 
to  wait  to  see  what  happens  during  the  next  few  years  before  he  will 
have  an  idea  of  whether  Clinton  will  be  re-elected  in  1996.

On  Tuesday,  Novem- 
ber 3rd  Barry  Drake  took 
York  College  Students 
for  a  trip  back  in  time. 
His  show,  "60"s  Rock: 

WHEN  THE  MUSIC  MAT- 
TERED," exposed  students 
to  the  music  and  ideals  of 
the  people  of  the  sixties. 
His  show  was  a  lecture 
type  analysis  of  the  mu- 
sic, reinforced  by  an  au- 
dio/visual presentation.

ond All-Team.  The  team  gave  it  their  best,  and  has 
these  and  many  other  triumphs  to  be  proud  of. 
They  are  losing  two  seniors  this  season,  and  are 
hoping  that  next  year  they  will  be  able  to  pick  up  a 
few  good  players  to  take  their  places.

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♦  A  Killer  Of  A  Season  ♦ 

The  York  College  wrestling  team  began  its 
season  on  Monday,  October  5, 1992  with  24  stu- 
dents out  for  the  team.  Sixteen  of  these  students 
finished  the  season  in  good  standing. 

The  wrestling  team  finished  with  one  of  its 
most  successful  seasons  in  several  years.  In  dual 
meets  they  improved  from  7-8  to  12-4,  and  also 
placed  1st  in  the  Spartan  Invitational  II  tournament, 
a  first  in  this  tournament's  history  for  YCP  wres- 
tlers. In  the  Metropolitan  Wrestling  Conference 
qualifier  the  YCP  team  placed  4th  out  of  12  teams. 
Of  the  ten  wrestlers  competing,  seven  placed  in  the 
top  six  in  their  weight  class.  Darren  Archangelo 
and  Jared  Goodman  both  reached  the  finals  of  the 
conference  championship.  Both  lost  their  matches, 
but  based  on  their  performances,  Darren  was  cho- 
sen as  a  "wild  card"  and  Jared  was  chosen  as  a  first 
alternate  to  participate  in  the  1993  NCAA  Division 
III  Wrestling  Championship. 

Archangelo  was  named  York  College's  11th 
Ail-American  for  his  wrestling  achievement,  and 
Goodman  was  named  York's  5th  Academic  Scholar 
Ail-American  for  his  achievements  in  the  classroom 
and  on  the  mat.  York  finished  21st  in  the  nation  in 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Tournament.

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Hurricane  Andrew  carved  its  way  through  the  Bahamas  and  hit  south  Florida  with  a 
powerhouse  intensity  before  moving  into  Louisiana.  The  hurricane's  54-hour  rampage,  the  most 
expensive  natural  disaster  to  ever  hit  this  country,  left  an  estimated  180,000  homeless  in  Florida 
alone.  It  was  a  harrowing  time,  as  tens  of  thousands  of  people  tried  to  evacuate  the  Miami  area 
and  thousands  more  rode  out  the  storm  in  shelters  and  boarded-up  homes.  At  least  51  deaths 
were  directly  attributed  to  the  storm  —  41  in  Florida  and  10  in  Louisiana.  The  amount  of  damage 
was  estimated  at  $20  billion  in  Florida  and  nearly  $2  billion  in  Louisiana. 

Basketball  great 
Larry  Bird  retired  from  the 
Boston  Celtics  after  a  13-year 
career.  "When  I  played,  I 
played  as  hard  as  I  could. 
That's  what  I  want  to  be  re- 
membered for."  The  35-year- 
old  Bird  was  plagued  by  back 
problems  for  the  last  two  sea- 
sons of  his  career.  His  brilliant 
passing,  pinpoint  shooting 
and  rebounding  made  him  the 
consummate  team  plaver. 


America  needs  to  recycle.  And  America  also 
needs  to  use  recycled  products.  Recycling  has  produced 
vast  supplies  of  paper,  glass  and  other  reusable  trash, 
but  not  enough  demand.  A  business  alliance  for  the 
National  Recycling  Coalition  is  campaigning  to  en- 
courage small  and  large  business  to  commit  themselves 
to  buy  recycled  products. 


Itszak  Rabin,  Israel's  prime  minister,  was  chief  of 
staff  when  the  army  captured  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip  25 
years  ago.  As  the  newly  elected  prime  minister,  he  pledged  to 
be  the  peacemaker  who  would  resolve  the  future  of  those 
territories.  Rabin  said  he  wanted  peace  in  the  Middle  East.  As 
part  of  that  goal,  he  stressed  the  importance  of  stopping  the 
spread  of  nuclear  weapons  in  tha  t  part  of  the  world.  It  was  one 
more  reason,  he  said,  "for  the  urgent  need  to  end  the  Arab- 
Israeli  conflict." 
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The  U.S.  Marines  arrived  in  Somalia  on  December  9, 1992.  The  starving  African 
countrv  was  ravaged  by  famine  and  widespread  looting  of  food  from  international  relief 
agencies.  The  Marines  offered  a  security  force  to  insure  safe  food  distribution. 


U.S.  and  allied  aircraft  attacked  strategic  targets  in  Iraq 
in  early  January.  The  first  attack  hit  a  nuclear  complex  near  the 
capital  city  of  Baghdad,  followed  by  other  strategic  hits  on  Iraqi 
missile  sites.  Many  of  the  U.S.  aircraft  that  flew  raids  over  Iraq 
were  based  on  the  USS  Kitty  Hawk. 


In  early  1992,  Boutros  Boutros-Ghali 
became  the  world's  top  diplomat  —  the  Secretary 
General  of  the  United  Nations.  The  former 
Egyptian  deputy  prime  minister  quickly  earned 
high  marks  for  firmness  and  new  ideas.  The  69- 
year-old  diplomat  was  chosen  by  the  security 
council  as  a  transitional,  compromise  figure  and 
is  expected  to  serve  only  one  five-year  term. 

The  next  Elvis?  That's  what  some  people 
are  calling  Billy  Ray  Cyrus.  The  30-year-old 
singer,  who  dresses  in  blue  jeans  with  an  Ameri- 
can flag  on  the  right  rear  pocket,  hit  it  big  with  his 
rollicking  single  "Achy  Breaky  Heart." 


Rapper  Ice-T  ignited  a  furor 
with  his  song  "Cop  Killer."  He  said 
the  controversial  song  was  a  warning 
to  the  Los  Angeles  police,  whom  he 
accused  of  brutality,  specifically  he 
was  referring  to  the  videotaped 
beating  of  Rodney  King  and  its  af- 
termath of  riots.  He  later  removed 
the  song  from  his  "Body  Count"  al- 
bum. 


When  Rodney  King  was  stopped  by  police  on  a  Los  Angeles 
freeway,  police  say  he  resisted  them  and  was  beaten.  Someone  videotaped 
the  melee  and  released  the  tape  to  local  television  stations.  It  received 
national  attention,  and  four  white  officers  were  charged  in  the  beating  of 
King,  who  was  black.  But  when  a  jury  found  them  innocent  of  any  wrong- 
doing, three  days  of  rioting  hit  Los  Angeles.  When  it  ended,  52  people  were 
dead,  2,383  were  injured,  1 8,807  were  arrested,  and  the  amount  of  property 
damage  was  estimated  at  $785  million.

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At  noon  on  January  20,  1993,  William  Jefferson  Clinton  took  the  oath  of  office  and 
became  the  42nd  president  of  the  United  States  of  America.  As  cannons  thundered  in  salute, 
George  Herbert  Walker  Bush  surrendered  power  and  stepped  into  history. 

On  the  Republican 
side,  First  Lady  Barbara  Bush 
has  been  standing  bv  her  hus- 
band since  they  were  married 
in  1945.  She  is  the  mother  of 
five  children.  One  of  her  sons, 
Jeb,  once  said,  "Dad  was  the 
chief  executive  officer,  but 
mother  was  the  chief  operating 
officer.  We  all  reported  to  her." 
Marilyn  Quayle  is  the  quintes- 
sential suburban  mother  in- 
volved in  PTA,  Little  League 
and  school  plays. 


The  wives  of  the  Democratic  candidates, 
Hillarv  Clinton  and  Tipper  Gore,  were  very  active  in  the 
campaign  —  Mrs.  Clinton,  a  tough-minded  lawyer,  and 
Tipper  Gore,  a  crusader  for  warning  labels  on  albums 
with  explicit  lyrics.  Both  women  were  tireless  cam- 
paigners for  the  Clinton/Gore  ticket. 


Bill  Clinton  stepped  into  the  national  spotlight  and 
won  the  nomination  at  the  Democratic  convention  in  a  hot  Jul  v 
week  in  New  York  City.  Clinton,  a  former  Rhodes  Scholar  at 
Oxford  University  and  a  graduate  of  Yale  Law  School,  was 
governor  of  Arkansas  when  he  decided  to  enter  the  national 
race.  Al  Gore  was  his  running  mate. 
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Bush  kept  Quayle  as  his  running  mate  in  1992.  The  two  arrived  at  (and  left)  the 
GOP  convention  in  Houston  as  underdogs  to  the  Clinton/Gore  ticket.  During  the  GOP 
convention,  the  impression  the  Bush  strategists  sought  to  convey  was  that  the  president 
was  the  true  agent  of  change  and  that  Clinton  was  slick  and  unreliable. 


When  George  Bush's  campaign  for  the  presidency  be- 
gan to  falter,  he  turned  to  his  longtime  friend,  James  A.  Baker  III 
for  help.  Baker  took  leave  from  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  State  and 
joined  the  re-election  campaign  to  get  it  back  on  track.  Baker  was 
repeating  the  role  he  performed  in  1988,  when  he  quit  as  presi- 
dent Reagan's  treasury  secretary  to  run  then-Vice  President 
Bush's  campaign. 


H.  Ross  Perot  made  his  first  Billion  when 
the  computer  company  he  founded  began  selling 
stock.  His  presidential  candidacy  came  to  a  stop 
when  he  abruptly  quit  the  race  in  July.  Then  he 
got  back  into  the  race  with  about  five  weeks  to  go 
before  Election  Day.  As  his  running  mate,  he 
chose  James  Stockdale,  68,  a  highly  decorated 
former  Navy  pilot  and  POVV. 

As  his  running  mate,  Clinton  chose  Al 
Gore,  who  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives at  the  age  of  28  in  his  first  campaign  for 
public  office.  He  was  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1 984. 


Bush's  vice  president  was 
Dan  Quayle,  an  unknown  and 
untested  Senator  from  Indiana.  Born 
in  1947,  Quayle  put  a  conservative 
imprint  in  the  Bush  administration. 
He  began  his  political  career  in  1976 
as  a  congressman  from  Indiana.  Four 
years  later  he  was  elected  to  the 
Senate. 


George  Bush  was  born  on  June  1 2, 1 924.  After  service  in  the  Navy 
during  World  War  II,  Mr.  Bush  first  went  into  the  oil  business  and  then 
went  into  politics.  He  was  elected  a  congressman  from  Texas  in  1967.  And 
then,  after  a  stint  as  CIA  director  and  Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations 
and  then  U.S.  Ambassador  to  China,  he  became  vice  president  under 
Ronald  Reagan  in  1980.  After  eight  years  in  that  job,  he  ran  for  president 
in  1988  and  won. 
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Many  York  College  students 
can  attest  to  the  fact  that  there  hasn't 
i  been  much  snow  in  York  in  the  last 
few  years.  This  year,  however, 
Mother  Nature  had  decided  to  make 
up  for  he  lacking  in  the  past.  On 
Saturday,  March  13,  1993,  just  after 
midnight,  it  began  snowing  in  York 
and  the  forecasters  were  promising  a 
very  noticeable  accumulation.  By 
morning,  there  was  already  ten 
inches  on  the  ground,  and  it  was  still 
coming  down.  People  began  to 
panic,  as  supermarkets  and  conve- 
nient stores  saw  their  shelves  being 
emptied  of  bottled  water,  canned 
foods  and  other  foods  that  would  not 
spoil  quickly.  The  newscasts  con- 
sisted of  ten  minutes  of  news,  and 
twenty  minutes  of  weather,  and 
weather  related  news.

and  trucks  were  buried,  people's 
doors  were  snowed  shut,  forcing 
them  out  windows  to  begin  the  dig  to 
their  front  doors,  many  lost  power, 
and  the  plows  were  few  and  far  be- 
tween. 

Governor  Casey  declared 
Pennsylvania  in  a  state  of  emergency, 
with  some  places  in  even  worse 
shape  than  York.  Most  interstates 
were  closed,  and  transportation  in 
towns  was  next  to  impossible. 

The  storm  that  started  on  Sat- 
urday was  never  expected  to  close 
down  cities  on  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
but  it  did.  Some  places  didn't  open 
until  near  the  end  of  the  week.  York 
College  was  closed  on  Monday,  and 
Tuesday's  classes  didn't  begin  until 
noon. 

Mother  nature  was  not  on 
most  people's  "A"  list  that  week,  but 
in  her  defense,  she  was  merely  mak- 
ing up  for  her  lack  of  snow  in  the  past.

The  1993  edition  of  the  Horizon, 
the  51st  volume  of  the  yearbook  at  York 
College  of  Pennsylvania,  was  printed 
by  Herff  Jones  Yearbooks  in 
Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania.  The  160 
point  cover  is  custom  embossed  / 
quarterbound  with  four  color  lithogra- 
phy. Antique  plum  base  material  was 
used  with  silver  foil  applied.  The  cover 
was  manufactured  in  Montgomery, 
Alabama.  Al  Oussoren  was  the  com- 
pany representative  and  Joyce  Spenla 
was  the  account  representative  at  the 
plant. 

The  binding  was  smyth  sewn 
rounded  and  backed,  801b.  ermine  pa- 
per stock  was  used  throughout  the 
book.  The  school  designed  endsheets 
were  printed  different  front  and  back  on 
colortext  ivory  paper  stock  using  black 
ink.  The  typeface  used  throughout  the 
yearbook  was  Palatino.  32  pages  of  four 
color  were  printed  in  the  Horizon.  Co- 
lonial Blue,  Navy  Blue,  Forest,  Cyan, 
Pearlescent  Mauve,  Pearlescent  Steel 
Blue,  Colonial  Red,  Scarlet,  Ultra  Green, 
Copenhagen,  Canary  and  Turquoise 
spot  colors  were  used  throughout  the 
book. 

Professional  photography,  in- 
cluding the  senior  and  faculty  portraits, 
was  supplied  by  DaVor  Photography, 
Inc.  in  Bensalem,  Pennsylvania.  Neil 
Weidman  served  as  representative  to 
the  Horizon. 

Four  hundred  and  forty  copies 
with  a  press  run  of  208  pages  were 
printed.  The  base  operating  budget  for 
the  1993  edition  was  $26,000.
